Water rates up by 
‘several dozen %’.

TEL AVIV. — Water rates are 
going up throughout the country by 
several dozen per cent. This follows 
8. decision taken yesterday by the 
executive of the Union of Local 
Authorities to approve new uniform 
rates for domestic consumers. 

‘The new rates will be charged 35 
from the bill for last month and 
will go into effect as soon as the 
Agriculture Minister gazettes them. 

The first eight cubic metres will 
now cost 90 agorot each. Each cu- 
bic metre from the ninth to the 
16th will cost TL1.40 and each cu- 
bic metre over the first 16 will 
cost 11.5.20, Large families, with 
more than five persons per house- 
hold, will get gn add:tinnal two cu~ 
bie metres per*perscn ἀξ 90 agorot. 

Until now there have been many 
different rates, and residents of the 
south and in hilly regions generally 
paid more than people in the coas- 
tal areas. In addition, different lo- 
ealities had different categories of 


rates depending on the amounts of 
water used In each household. 

Because of these differences, the 
‘Union spokesman said that the 
exact percentage of the rise would 
vary but water would be dearer 
by “several dozen per cent.” 

The Union of Local Authorities 
thas also decided to ask the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture and the Water 
Commission to set a uniform whole- 
sale price for water. At present 
the local authorities say that it is 
men, buying the water from Meko- 
rot at different prices and then re- 
tailing it to the general popula- 
tion. Now that the “retail” price 
of water has heen made uniform,

Richard Tucker — Sper 


star who stayed a cantor 


NEW YORK ΤΑ. — Richard 
Tucker, the synagogue cantor- 
turned-opera-star who died of a 
heart attack on Wednesday (as 
reported in yesterday's late edi- 
tion of The Jerusalem Post, was 
to have celebrated his 30th an- 
niversary at the Metropolitan 
Opera here on January 25. 

Tucker died in Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, where he was to have 
appeared in a concert. He was 
58 years oid. 

Born in 1915, Tucker started 
singing at the age of six, and 
caught the notice of Joshua 
Samuel Weisser, cantor of the 
Allen Street synagogue on the 
Lower East Side. Throughout 
his later career, he still remained 
a cantor, officiating annually at 
High Holy Day services and 
Passover secers. ᾿ 

In 1963, while on ἃ tour of 
Israel, Tucker officiated at Sab- 
bath services at Tel Aviv's 
Great Synagogue, after which 
he led hundreds of worshippers 
in a procession through down- 
town Tel Aviv singing hymns. 
He was a strong supporter of 
Israel who apppeured at many 
rallies for the Jewish state.

‘Tell the truth about death’

TEL AVIV. “Death education” 
should be taught in our school 
just as muck as sex education — 
for both afford a preparation for 
better living. This was stated by 
Prof. Herman Fulfel yesterday at 
the “international Conference on 
Psychological Stress and Adjust- 
ment in Time of War and Peace.” 


Prof. Feifel, of the Los Angvies 
Veterans’ Administration, said that 
most people refused to accept 
thoughts of death and did their 
best, through a variety of subter- 
fuges, to suppress these thoughts. 
People were possessed with a “tre- 
mendous death fear." he said, 

τοῦ. Feifel conducted a research 
project, In which 1,000 were ques- 
tloned on the subject Ὑπὸ er 
death for the vast .majority was 
not a pleasant one. Death was a 
huge, all-devouring tiger.” 

Prof. Feifel believes that in the 
past, when mankind had a deeper 
and more personal belief and faith. 
the fear of death might not have 
been so strong. Then, mankind had 
the comforting guidance of σοϊ σίου, 
or of some philosophical approach to 
life-after-death, bet the secular, ma- 
terialistic society had destroyed this. 
Then mankind “begun te try to ive 


on after death” fin its children, or in - 


great works of art or sclence. 
“But today, when 2 nuclear 
holocaust can wipe out mankind 
and all of its achievements, even 
this comfort: no longer remains," 


he said. This had created much of - 


the violence of modern life. Many 
persons externalized death "in some 
human or abstract form,” such as 
“the enemy,” “democracy,” and so 
on. They believed that if they could 
destroys this enemy, they had won 
the fight against death. This led 
to a life of violence. 

The solution. he felt, was to fuce 
up to the fact that each and every 
one Ead to die, and not to try to 
sublimate this idea. If death were 
accepted, fe could be richer and 
more meaningful. And this “death 
education” should start at an early 
age. 

“We are not helping our chil¢ren 
by Riding the facts frum them. As 
ἃ Matter of fact, we are not trying 
to protect them from this know- 
jedge, as much as we are trying 
to protect ourselves.” . 

Dying persons should be told the 
trith. “The doctor should not con- 
sult ‘with the patient's family about 
whether or not to tell the patient 
aes dying — the doctor should 
consult with the patient. about 
whether and when and how to tell 
his family." 


More than anything else, Prof. 
Felfel's research had revealed that 
the dying person wanted “kindness 
and care." He wanted someone to 
“hold his hand when he dicd.”

Leviev’s family, and his wife said 


her ‘husband, arrested in 1972, was 
awaiting execution. Sophia Leviev 
had told ‘Western newsmen last 
month her husband was not guilty 
of taking bribes — the part of the 
charges against him carrying a 
death sentence. She did say he had 
been involved -in extensive specu- 
lation in goods’ and money.

UK pilots deplore police 
methods in hijacking bid 


LONDON \AP). — A 28-year-old 
Iranian was charged in court on 
Wednesday with the abortive hi- 
jacking of a British airliner, as 
controversy zrew around police 
handling of the nine-hour drama. 


Saeed Madjd, described only as an 
Iranian of no fixed abode, was or- 
dered held in custody for a further 
hearing on January 16 to give 
police more time to investigate the 
bizarre seizure of a British domes- 
tic flight Iate on Tuesday. 


Officials of the British Airline 
Pilots Association (Balpa) mean- 
while charged that the police ap- 
peared to have heen ready to sac- 
rifiee the lives of the five crew- 
men aboard the plane in their ea- 
gerness to capture the hijacker. 


And an airline official who refu- 
sed identification by name said 
the attitude of security authorities 
appeared to have been: “If you had 
to lose a crew member, you had 
to lose a crew member.” 

Balpa officials sald some or all 
of the three crewmen and stewar- 
desses aboard the British Airways 
Bac-111 jetliner could have been 
lost if the Iranian had been an 
armed terrorist instead of a men- 
tally disturbed man armed only 
with a toy pistol and an empty 
cannister, 

One Balpa official sald: “If the 
skyjacker had been a terrorist, it 
seems clear that the authorities 
would have let nothing stand in 
their way in order to overpower or 
kill him. I wonder what their atti- 
‘tude would have been if the pas- 
sengers had been kept on board the 
aircraft?"

Strings put on U.S.-Soviet 
trade may strangle detente 


MOSCOW (AP). — The strings the 
American Congress attached to the 
U.S. Trade Act have cast doubt on 
the development of Soviet-American 
trade, a cornerstone of detente. 

Not only are outraged cries 
coming from the Kremlin, but the 
American business community is 
generally gloomy about the act 
signed on January 3 by President 
Ford. 

John Connor Jr., who heads the 
Moscow office of the U-S.-Soviet 
Trade Council, called 1974 trade 
figures disappointing and _ said, 
‘prognostications for 1975 make me 
worried.” Ξ 

Another Moscow business source 
said, “Things look grim. The honey- 
moon, in short, is over.” 

Even those who maintain their 


unsure. whet the future bolds in 
view of Soviet attacka on the trade 
bill and implications the Soviets 
might retaliate. 

“It's still not clear," said one 
American who is concerned with 
trade issues. “The Soviets are prob- 
ably looking a little more closely 
at the legislation.” 

The act extended most-favoured- 
nation (MIN) tariffs to the Soviet 
Union for 18 months on the con- 
dition the Soviet Union ease emi- 
gration restrictions. It also put a 
$300m. limit on Export-Import Bank 
credits to ‘the Soviet Union over 
the next four years. 

The Russians publicly and firmly 
stated there was no deal involving 
emigration quotas in exchange for 
trade benefits, i such at- 
tempts an intolerable interference 
in domestic affairs.

The Anglo-American Corporation, 
which administers Vaal Reefs, the 
world's biggest gold mining complex, 
said that so far 6,000 Easuto miners 
of the total black labour force of 
21,500 had been repatriated to their - 
homes in Lesotho. .

THE DECLARATION Nostra 
Aetate, issued by the Second Va- 
tican Council on October 28, 1965, 
“on the relationship of the Church 
to non-Christian religions” (n. 4), 
marks an important milestone in 
the history of Jewish-Christian rela- 
tions. 

Moreover, the step taken by the 
Council finds its historical setting 
in circumstances deeply affected by 
the memory of the persecution ‘and 
massacre of Jews which took place 
in Europe just before and during 
the Second World War. 

Although Christianity sprang from 
Judaisy, taking from it certain 
essential elements of its faith and 
divine cult, the gep dividing them 
was deepended more and more, to 
such an extent that Christian aud 
Jew hardly knew each other. 

After 2,000 years, too often mark- 
ed by mutual ignorance and fre- 
quent confrontation, the Declaration 
Nostra Aetate provides an oppor 
tunity to open or to continue a 
dialogue with a view to better 
routual understanding. Over the past 
rine years, many steps in this 
direction have been taken in various 
countries. As a result, it is easter 
to distinguish the conditions under 
which 2 new relationship between 
Jews and Christlans may be work- 
ed out and developed. This seems 
the right moment to propose, fol- 
lowing the guidelines of the Coun- 
ell, some concrete suggestions born 
of experience, hoping that they 
will help to bring into actual ex- 
istence in the life of the Church 
the intentions expressed in the con- 
ciliar document. 

While referring the reader back 
to this document, we may simply 
restate here that the spiritual bonds 
and historical lmks binding the 
Church to Judaism condemn (as 
opposed to the very spirit of Chris- 
tianity) all forms of anti-Semitism 
and discrimination, which in any 
case the dignity of the human per- 
son alone would suffice to con- 
demn. Further still, these links and 
relationships render obligatory a 
better mutual understanding and re- 
newed mutual esteem. On the prac- 
tical level in particular, Christians 
must therefore strive to acquire 8 
better knowledge of the basic com- 
ponents of the religious tradition 
of Judaism; they must strive to 
learn by what essential traits the 
Jews define themselves in the light 
of their own religious experience. 

With due respect for such mat- 
tera of principle, we simply propose 


* gome first practical applications in 


different essential areas of the 
Church's life, with a vew to 
launching or developing sound re- 
lations between Catholics and their 
Jewish brothers. 


Dialogue 


TO TELL THE TRUTH, such re- 
lations as there have been be- 
tween Jew and Christian have 
scarcely ever risen above the level 


ef monologue. From now on, real 
dialogue must be established. 


Dialogue presupposes that each 
side wishes to know the other, and 
wishes to increase and deepen its 
knowledge of the other. It consti- 
tutes a particularly suitable means 
of favouring a better mutual know- 
ledge and, especially In the case of 
dialogue between Jews and Chris- 
tlans, of probing the riches of 
one’s own tradition. Dialogue de- 
mands respect for the other as he 
is; above all, respect for his faith 
and his religious convictions. 

In yirtue of her divine mission, 
and her very nature, the Church 
must preach Jesus Christ to the 
world (Ad Gentes, 2). Lest the 
witness of Catholics to Jesus Christ 
should give offence to Jews, they 
must take care to live and spread 
their Christian faith while main- 

the strictest respect for re- 
ligious liberty in line with the 
teaching of the Second Vatican 
Council (Declaration Dignitatis Hu- 
manae). They will likewise strive 
to understand the difficulties which 
arise for the Jewish soul —- rightly 
imbued with an extremely high, 
pure notion of the divine transcen- 
dence — when faced with the mys- 
tery of the incarnate Word. 


While it is true that a wide- 
spread air of suspicion, inspired by 
an unfortunate past, is still domi- 
nant in this particular area, Chris- 
tans, for their part, will. be able 
to see to what extent the respon- 
sibility is theirs and deduce practi- 
cal conclusions for the future. 

Jn addition to friendly talks, com- 
petent people will be encouraged 
to meet and to study together the 
many problems deriving from the 
fundamental convictions of Juda- 
ism and of Christianity. In order 
not to hurt (even involuntarily) 
those taking. part, it will be vital 
to guarantee, not only tact, but a 
great openness of spirit and diffi- 
dence with respect to one’s own pre- 
judices. 

In whatever circumstances as shall 
prove possible and mutually ac- 
ceptable, one might encourage a 
common meeting in the presence of 
God, in prayer and silent medita- 
tion, a highly efficacious way of 
finding that humility, that openness

These 
past few days he muat be just a 
little disappointed at the fact that 
the Bank of England stepped in to 
help the ailing Burmah Oil Company, 
when he might justifiably have ex- 
pected that firm too to fall into his 
arms. 

However, Burmah was probably an 
exception, and it Is lkely that os 
the economic climate continues to 
worseo, Bean will have more than 
enough companies to nurse with- 
out regretting too much the odd 
οὐδ which gets away.

The National Insurance Law fixes 
the statutory age for payment of 
old age pension at 70, end the 
optional age between 
when a pension is only paid to those 
whose income is not above a sum 
fixed by law. 


The law does not make it a con- 
dition for payment that work be 
reduced or stopped entirely at 65 
{the section of the law which made 
retirement compulsory at 65 was 
abrogated some time ago) and, as 
stated above, the only criterion for 
payment during the optional years 
is income, and this for social rea- 
sons. 


From the age of 79, every in- 
sured person is allowed to work 
full time and his income does not 
affect his right to an old-age pen- 
sion. Mloreover, an insured person 
who, curing the optional stage, wa3 
not entitied to a full pension, but 
only to 2 partial ene om grounds of 
income, and did aot claim it, is 
now entitled to a special pension 
supplement at 70. 


With regard to retirement age, 
we know that i{ is custamary now 
te postpone it in the civil service 
beyond 65, on condition that the 
employee is healthy and an essential 
worker.
